PLAGUE SPOTS. 


‘REPORTS OF EPIDEMICS AT 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


Cholera Decreasing in Austria and 
Silesia—Thirty Deaths from the 
Dread Disease — Yellow 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The report 
of Surge.-Gen. Wyman for this week 
shows that cholera is decreasing in Aus- 
tria-Hungary and that it has entirely 
disappeared from Galicia and Prussian 
Silesia. Dr. Cleary, United States sanitary 
inspector at Rio Janeiro, reports @ gen- 
eral decrease of cholera in Brazil, except 
in the State of Espiritio Santo, where 
there has been a marked increase, ninety 
cases occurring in one week in two 
villages. It appears, he says, to be follow- 
ing the course of the Parahyba River and 
to be slowly moving northward from the 
stream. Dr. Cleary thinks it safe to say 
that there will be no epidemic of yel- 
low fever in Rio this year, as the cool 
seasen is very near, and he says that 
whenever in previous years there has been 
no great number of cases up to this time, 
it never appears to any great extent. 

J. W. Wright, of the United States In- 
ternational’ Navigation Company advises 
Dr. Wyman that the American lines for 
the New York-Southampton and Philadel- 
phia-Liverpool services have made arran e- 
ments to have all their passengers from 
Russia admitted to the stations at II- 
lowo, Ottletschin, Prostellen, Eydtkuhnen 
and Liajoren in order that they may pass 
the same vigorous examination and at 
the same time have their baggage prop- 
erly disinfected, which it is believed will 
prevent the importation of any infectious 
diseases by this line.

geon at Little Rock, Ark., reports that

THIRTY DBATHS FROM CHOLERA. 

LONDON, April 7.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Vienna says that the Po- 
litsche correspondent states that cholera 
has broken out in the lazaretto on the 
island of Kamaran, off the west coast of 
Arabia, in a bay of the Red Sea. Thirty 
persons have been attacked and there are 
several deaths daily. Much alarm exists 
owing to the approach of the pilerim sea- 
son. Attempts to persuade the Sultan of 
Turkey to stop the pilgrimages have failed. 


SUGAR PRODUCTION. 


Is Greatly in Excess of the World’s 
Demand. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
furnished to the Department of State a 
copy of a circular issued by the West India 
Committee of Londen concerning sugar 
production. The Ambassador explains tha 
it is not to be regarded as an expression 
of opinion by ‘his government of the com- 
mittee’s views. The circular calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the sugar industry, 
beet as well as cane. is passing through a 
crisis of the most serious description, and 
expresses the hope that in attempting to 
provide a remedy the various governments 
should avoid taking anv steps which may 
ageravate the crisis instead of relieving it. 

It is shown that while the production is 
increasing at the rate of 1,000,000 tons per 
annum the censumption grows slowly at 
the rate of only 250.000 tons per annum. 
Naturally prices are depressed, and the 
bounty syttem ts ascribed as the cause of 
this state of affairs. Therefore # adviaes 
the entire abolition of the bounty and the 
stimulation of consumotion by the reduc- 
tion of the duties levied. which are exces- 
sive in Europe, and prevents the people as 
a whole from using sugar. 


Lets His Tongue Loose.

TERRE HAUTE (ind.,) April 7.—Pres- 
ident Debs of the A. R. U. returned from 
the Pacific Coast after a speech-making 
trip which began in Chicago on February 
28 and closed at Los Angeles a week ago 
tonight.

The prospect of conviction, with con- 
sequent horrors of a conviet's life, have 
simply stupefied Wilde. It is that as- 
pect of the case which seems to concern 
him. and not the shame and degradation 
into which his vices have brought bim. 
He is a man to whom luxuries of life 
were everyth and his sole thought was 
self-indulgence.» To such a one che de- 
privations of prison life will be the worst 
kind of punishment. 

Wilde's legal advisers declare that they 
never dad a client less able to bar up 
under the trial or. whose antic'patory 
agonies were more intense.

FOUGHT THE SWATS. 


British Forces Victorious at Mala- 
kand Pass—Fanatics.

SIMLA (India,) April 7.—(By Indian 
Cable.) The Firet Brigade of the 
British forces moving to the relief of 
Robertson, the British agent at Chitral, 
had an engagement with 5000 Swats who 
were trying to block the Malakand Pass. 
The enemy was put to flight after losing 
thrity killed by a charge of cavalry. The 
brigade is now at Kiar, in Swati, where 
M is awaiting the organization of a trans- 
port service. 

A considerable number of fanatics from 
Upper Swati have joined Umra Khan of 
Jaméol, who is leading the forces against 
the British, and a big fight is predicted to- 
morrow. 

The enemy stoutly resisted the British 
attempts to throw pontoons across Swat 
River this morning. The Swats occupied 
the routes commanding the river and kept 
up a-continual fire on those employed in 
placing pontoons in position. 

Brig.-Gen. Waterford’s brigade, with the 
Fifty-sixth Regiment advanced and forced 
passage of the river, assisted dy a 
mounted battery and a Maxim gun. Then 
the Eleventh Bengal made a_bril- 
ant dash and crossed the river. 
at once attacked the enemy who retreated. 
The Lancers pursued them to Uck, kill- 
ing 100 of them. The Fourth and Fif- 
teenth regiments then crossed the river 
and occupied Chakran.

The Public Library and Sixth-street 
Park. 
LOS ANGELES, April 6, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) From your valu- 
able paper I have learned that the building 
inspector of Los Angeles city has prepared 
plans for a two-story brick building, at a 
cost of $50,000 for the public library to de 
erected in Central (Sixth street) Park, and 
that soon we will have an election to vote 
bonds for that purpose. No citizen better 
appreciates the general benefit a well- 
ordered public library confers than your 
humble servant. Very soon we will want 
(and have, too) more than one of them. 
Why that valuable property of the city 
con which the police station stands on Sec- 
ond street was the other day sacrificed for 
sO paltry a mess of pottage, I cannot con- 
ceive. To me it seemed reckless to ‘the 
Jast degree, in view of our future muni- 
cipal greatness. An A 1 investment it 
would be to buy it back again, and build 
a ÜUbrary there. 
But to return to the park question: That 
Sixth-street Park is a gem, and its appear- 
ance should not be distorted. We want 
that park worse than we want a library 
building, and we are going to keep it in- 
tact. Hence, I say, hands off! Buy a li- 
brary lot, if you want one; or, better still, 
induce some man with a big M (and there 
are hundreds of them in Los Angeles) 
to build a monument, and call it the Los 
Angeles public library. Like Pasadena, 
we are too utterly poor in central breath- 
ing spots. Sec. 113 of article 12 of the 
charter of Los Angeles, reads th's way: 
All lands and real property located in 
the city of Los Angeles which have here- 
tofore, or which mag be “hereafter, set 
apart or dedicated for the use of the pub- 
lic as a public park or parks, shall forever 
remain to the use of the public as such 
park or parks, inviolate; and no part of 
said tands or real property shall ever be 
used or occupied for any other purpose.“

to; and I pledge myself, if necessary, to

contradiction. There is a law of loss and 
gain in all that comes into our hands, and 
the question is momentous, what we shall 
find and what we shall miss finding after 
many days. 

„We shall never find a lost opportunity. 
Others will come to us; there may be 
many tomorrows but today lost cannot be 
recovered. Wo wrong done can be righted. 
Sin may be forgiven, thank God! but there 
is a 2 the wrong done whose 
stain cannot be effaced, whose scar will 


appear. 4 * 

“No wandering can be wholly retraced. 
A parent never quite regains the boy or 
girl they sent from the home to school. 
While rejoicing in the improvement made, 
there is something in the boy we hail as 
man that sends a quiet pang to the hungry 
heart. 

“We question often, how it will be with 
the little ones who have gone from us 


them again in their innocent sweetness, 
or will they advance beyond us under the 
tuition of the angels? We never quite 
get back to the community we ‘have left, 
after many years. The hills are lower, 
the river narrower, friends are changed— 
there is a strangeness cast over all, an un- 
defimble something intruges itself be- 
tween the past and now. 

»Wo shall never be children again. Bet- 
ter thus—we are stronger and better in 
our manhood, but something of swoot- 
ness has gone out of our lives.

In our civic life, subservience to 
the rum-power, systematic and persistent 
assaults upon the Sabbath, bear evil fruit- 
age to be gathered after many days amid 
the wails of broken hearts and desolated 
homes. The lawless. representatives of 
labor who have struck the hardest blows 
upon the laborer, find the fruits of ‘their 
unwisdom in ap increase of the evils they 
deprecated.

STATUS OF THE NEW ROAD TO 
SANTA MONICA. 


About the Other Fellows— 
The Road Will Go. 


—ͤʒ( — 


Projects for the construction of addi- 
tional railroads between Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica are becoming so numerous 


„as to be confusing, each new arrival in the 


field seeming determined to knock out the 
predecessors. All of them are as yet only 
on paper, but one among the number will 
be carried through to its consummation 
some time. 

In regard to ceftain deals and finessing 
now supposed to be in progress, George A. 
Smith, purchaser of what was lett of the 
old and abandoned Los Angeles and Pa- 
cific road, the rusty rails of which yet 
ekirt the foothills from this city to the sea, 
said to a Times reporter: 

“I am informed thal certain parties are 
representing to the people along the lime 
of the Los Angeles and Pacific Railroad 
that they have purchased and are about to 
reconstruct that road, and are seeking 
thereby to secure deeds for the right-of- 
way; in order that no one may be deceived 


‘by these misrepresentations, I beg the use 


ofa brief space in your columns to explain 
the precise status of the road at this time. 
The road was sold under judgment 
some time ago, and I became the pur- 
chaser; and the title ts still vested in 
me. No one else has any interest in it 
except the bondholders, and they and my- 
self have entered into a contract with the 
Pasadena and Pacific Railway Company, 
of which Col. L. P. Hansen of Pasadena 
is president, and William Lacy of this city 
is secretary, by which all of our inberests 
will be vested in that company upon their 
reconstructing the road and putting it in 
operation. Under this agreement a decree 
of foreclosure has been entered in the 
Superior Court of this county, by which 
all conllleüng claims have been settled and 
of, and under which the road will 
in a short time be Sold and the title vested 
in the company referred to. In the mean 
time the road is in the possession of our 
receiver, duly appointed by the court, 
E. W. Church; any one in any way inter- 
fering with it will be cited before the 
court for contempt. 
Under our contracts the company re- 
ferred to—the Pasadena and Pacific Rall - 


way Company-agrees to reconstruct the 


to connect with the business part of 


the city, and to operate it with elec: 


tricity. The company has already 
chased a large part of its rolling stock 
and electric plant, and is to commence the 
work within three months, and to complete 
it within twelve months from date. The 
work will de a grand improvement for this 
city and Santa Monica and the Cahuenga 
country; and the attempts of the parties 
referred to to embarrass and hindor tho 
company in carrying it out are as injurious 
to the public as they are to myself and 
other parties interested in the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, and to the corporation 
with which we have contracts.”

Bids have been ordered advertised for 
to be received today for sites for a new 
city jail and police station. It is required 
that the ate offered in each case shall be 
within one-half mile from Second and 
Spring streets, and shall contain at least 
15,000 square feet. 

It is expected the matter of street 
sprinkling will be again presented. It ap- 
pears that there are numerous newly- 
graded streets near which there % no 
sprinkling hydrants. As a result the 
eprivkling service on these streets is 
crippled. A proposition which. will prob- 
ably be considered is the taking of water 
for that purpose from fire hydrants. To 
do this it is stated, however, may result 
in some — ons as to 
keepi the rants in repair.

April Century:) The great armies of 
as — Republic had been created by 
Carnot, with the aid of his able lieuten- 
ant, Dubois de Crance; they were organ- 
ized and directed by the unassisted gen- 
jus of the former. Being the first na- 
tional armies which Europe had known, 
they were animated as no others had been 
by that form of patriotism which rests 
not merely on animal instinct, but on the 
principle. They had fought with joyful 
alacrity for the assertion, confirmation, 
and extension of the rights of man. In the 
march of events their patriotism, grounded 
in Rosseau’s doctrines, had brought into 
prominence his conception of natural 


in the entire nation concerning its fron- 
tiers, to wit: that Nice, Savoy, and the 
western Rhine border were all by na- 
ture a part of France. As to what was be- 
yond, opinion was divided, some feeling 
that they should continue fighting in or- 
der to impose their own system wherever 
possible, while others—and they by far 
the largest numder—were either indif- 
ferent, or else maintained that the nation 
should fight only for its natural frontier.
